Raising the Dead. 
Dr. Lackersteen, in a provisional commu- 
nication to the Medical Standard, gives the 
details of three cases of resustication from 
collapse by the use of subcutaneous injec- 
tions of nitro-glycerine. Oneof these was 
the case ofa young lady apparently drowned; 
every effort toward resuscitation had been 
made by the physicians in attendance for 
upward of an hour, at the end of which time 
she was found lying on her back, pale, 
limp, cold, sodden and apparently lifeless. 
Dr. L. injected four minims of nitro-glyc- 
erine over the pit of the stomach. Within 
three minutes evidences of life were ap- 
parent. and the subsequent use of atropine 
restored warmth and respiration, and she 
subsequently made a complete recovery. 
The other cases are oqually striking.

LIFE IN SHOE-STORE. 


Women Will Have Pretty 
Tight- Fitting Shoes. 


and 


Some of the Whims That Ladies Have 
with Referenee to Their Foot-Gear — 
Why None But Sweet-Tempered 
Men Should Sell Shoes, 


‘“*‘ A man in the shoe business dies twenty 
years before his time,” said a white-haired 
shoe-dealer in one of the uptown retail 
stores to a New Yark Sun reporter. ‘It is 
the hardest business there is. If a lady 
wants a bonnet she buys one she can get on 
and not hurt her head, but if she wants a 
shoe she tries on every one in the store, and 
then limps out in a pair two sizes too small, 
and scolds and says we have not good- 
shaped shoes, because they hurt her feet. 
It is a trying business. A man does not live 
out half his days.” 

“ But your hair is white.”’ 

“Yes, my hair is white—it is the busi- 
ness. Itis also thin—that is the business, 
too. It was all different when I was young. 
We had not many kinds of shoes, only « fow 
sizes, and just two different widths. Now 
there are hundreds of styles of shoes—six- 
teen sizes and eight widths, and you haveto 


try them allon the same woman sometimes 
When I was young a woman : 


to please her. 
put on her own shoes with little help. Now 
we have to take off the old shoes, button all 
the twenty-five or thirty pairs of new ones 
we try on, tell all sorts of stories about the 
sizes, be careful indeed. not to hurt the 
bunions and corns that we must pretend 
not to see, put the old shoes back on and the 
rubbers, pick up the bundles, help the 
‘women to the door, and close it after her. 
If women would wear the size shoe they 
need I would like it better, but they won't 
if they know it. Do you know what a large 
41. shoe is! Well, now, I will tell you in 
confidence—it is a7. Whena woman asks 
for that kind of ashoel mark the number 
from a pair of 7’s, fit it on her feet, and she 
goes away delighted. But three-fourths of 
the ladies have too small shoes. I stand by 
my door Sunday and watch the pretty girls 
go by tochurch. They are sweet, bright- 
eyed, red-cheeked and _ straight-limbed. 
God made them good—but they can’t walk 
in a straight line; they go dipping and 
dodging all over the walk in crooked paths, 
like the wicked the Bible tells about. Why 
is that? They are looking for soft stones 
in the walk—smooth places—because their 
feet hurt so badly. They can not step 
square and stand on the curbstone, and 
they dread to put the foot down on the 
crosswalk. 

‘‘We have to fitthe head and the foot, 
too, when we sell a shoe. The head says 
‘No. 3, AA,’; the foot says a ‘5 EE’—we 
can’t fit both with the same shoe.”’ 

‘* Are girls or married ladies most partic- 
ular about their shoes?”’ 

“QO, girls will wear small shoes any way, 
but often a married lady comes in and says: 
‘I wore a No.7? shoe before I was married, 
but now my marketis made Iwill be com- 
fortable,’ and we sell her afive. The first 
vanity an elderly woman gives up is her 
pride about small shoes. To the day of her 
death her bonnet must be becoming, her 


dress must fit nicely, her glove be neat, but | 


she will say of hershoe: ‘Give me some 
thing easy.’ You see she has spoiled her 
feet in her youth, and now she must do pen- 
ance with twisted toes and three-cornered 
joints. 

“Women are much harder to fit than 
men, but when a man is acrank he is the 
worst kind of aone. Dudes are the worst 
of all to deal with. They don’t know what 
they do want. 

‘A woman came in one day and asked if 
we had ‘kidneys.’ I showed her kid boots 
and it was all right. Another asked for 
‘oxen tise, and another for ‘paper goat,’ and 
they all, without exception, wanted shoes 
too.short. I never knewa woman to ask for 
long enough shoes unless she was very old. 

‘‘The largest size Isellis a No. 10, and the 
girls that wear those shoes have brains and 
breeding enough to ask for that size, and 
not make me try on every number from six 
up; but we have several customers who 
have a nine shoe, and we dare not tell them; 
they would never try it; so we mark it asix.” 

‘Tt is thirty-one years ago to-day since I 
became a shoemaker,” said Mr. Alexander, 
‘‘and I think no article of wearing apparel 
has improved niore than the fashion and 
shape of shoes. Here is a case of shoes 
which was manufactured in New York and 
received a medal at the Crystal Palace, Lon- 


don, just before it burned, some time in the | 


fifties. The most stylish street shoe then 
was a low, heelless gaiter, laced on the in- 
side of the foot, made of cloth of all colors, 
from the most delicate lavender to a seal 
brown, with or without a narrow foxing of 
patent leather scarcely half an inch wide. 
The delicate shadss of blue, pink and laven- 
der were the most popular street shoes, 
while for the house tinted satin shoes em- 
broidered with a vine in bright, soft shades, 
or in plain colors, were selected by women 
of fashion. Slippers had no heels, and were 
held in place by ribbons crossed and 
strapped round and round the ankle. The 
soles of these shoes were straight and-nar- 
row, having no arch at the instep, the tops 
cut like a congress gditer, with no vamp, 
reaching only to the bend of the ankle, and 
bordered with lace frills or silk fringe with 
tassels. One pair of .buttoned shoes was 
displayed so low that five buttons fastened 
it—the buttons being of brass, the shoe 
itself of pale gray cloth, foxed narrowly 
with patent leather, with three tiny straps 
of the leather ornamenting the toe. An- 
other favorite style‘was in the Jenny Lind 
buckskin, a low shoe cut all-in one piece, 
with a seam in the back and no heel. There 
were also street shoes worn with light hose. 
These shoes were all made and stitchéd by 
hand. One clerk could wait on half a dozen 
ladies at once in those days, as they put the 
shoes on themselves and we had only twé 
widths and few varieties. If a shoe was too 
narrow a lady took the next size larger; if 
that was too narrow she took the next size 


still Of course it was too long, but we 
| filled the toe with cotton batting, and it was 


perfectly satisfactory.

Mr. Yerington takes the ground 
that it would be better to build a 
building that would meet the re- 
" *quiremen!(s of the University—that 

is, an assembly room—and not 
spend anything for a dormitory 
until the demands are greater than 
at present. He said that the 
cramped condition of the State’s 
- finances would not justify the out- 
lay just now. Regent Fish 
got a little excited and allowed 
himself to make a statement that 
would be hard for him to prove. 
He said that he had explained to 
the newspapers, but that they did 
not want to understand the propo- 
sitien. He said that $500 was all 
that was required to partition off 
rooms in the building for dormi- 
tory purposes, We think the press 
of the State has the good of the 
University at heart and we do not 
_ believe that they would throw a 
stone in the way of its success. 

We have taken the stand that the 
University needsa dormitory no 
more than a wagon needs five 
wheels, and we have arrived at that 
conclusion after careful inquiry 
aud personal observation, and have 
jast as much right to express our 
opinion as any other citizen. We 
cannot see that the University 
needs a $20,000 building at this 
time and have said so, and we 
think a very large majority of the 
taxpayers will bear us out in the 
statement. We do not propose to 
in any way dictate to the Hon, 
Board of Regents as to what they 
shall or shall not do, but admonish 


them to look well into the needs of 


the institutioh aud not make any 
mistakes.

A MODERN PAUL REVIERE, 


Who Loses His Own Life in 
Trying To Save Others.

Jounstown, Pa., June 3.—The dark 
disaster of the day with its attending 
terrors has thrilled the universe and 
drawn the two continents closer to- 
gether in bonds of sympathy. The 
midnight terrors of Ashtabula and 
Chatsworth evoked tears of pity from 
every fireside in Christendom, but the 
true story of Johnstown, when al! is 
known, will stand solitary and alone 
as the acme of man’s annihilation by 
the potent forces to which humanity is 
éver subject. Menacing clouds hover 
darkly over the valley of death, and 
the muttering thunder that ever and 
anon reverberates in the distance 
seems a sardonic chuckle of the demon 
of destruction. Bat hater deluge 
bas done its worst for Johnstown; the 
waters are rapidly subsiding, but the 
angry torrent still eddies around the 
scene of destruction, and the time has 
not yet arrived to tell the pathetic tale 
of the devastation of ‘* Black Friday.’’ 
It is not a hackneyed utterance to say 
that no pen can adequately depict the 
horrors .of this city’s twin disasters— 
the holocaust and deluge. 

The deep emotions that will form 
a part of every spectator will find the 
most eloquent expression in silence— 
the silence that speaks man’s recog- 
nition of his subservance to the ele- 
ments and his in:potence to avert ca- 
tastrophe. 

The morning opens dark and dreary. 
Great drops of rain fall occasionally, 
and another storm seems imminent 
Everyone feels thankful though, that 
the weather still remains cool and that 
the gradual putrification of hundreds 
of bodies that still lie in the stream 
and lie pinned under miles of drift- 
wood and debris is not unduly hast- 
ened. This morning the peculiar 
stench of deeaying human flesh is 
plainly perceptible to the senses of one 
ascending the banks of the stony creek 
for half a mile along the smoldering 
ruins of the wreck, and the most scep- 
tical can now conceive the worst and 
realize that perhaps thousands of bod- 
ies lie charred and blackened beneath 
this great funeral pyre. 

The searchers wander wearily ove 
the smoking mass and occasionally a

Every battle-field has demonstrated 

the necessity of the hasty interment of 
the decaying bodies, and the stench 
that already” arises is a forerunner of 
the impending danger. 
“Burn the wreck! Burn ths wreck !’’ 
A loud cry of indignation arose, from 
the lips of the vast. multitude, and the 
warnings of science were lost in the 
eager demands of those who sought 
the remains of the near and dear. The 
hose was again turned upon the hiss- 
ing mass and rapidly the flames yield- 
ed to the supremacy of water. 

It is almost impossible to conceive 
the extent of the smoking ruins. The 
area of eight or ten acres above the 
dam is covered to the depth of eightv 
feet with shattered houses borne from 
the neighborhood of Johnstown, and 
in each of these houses it is estimated 
there are from one to twenty-five 
people. This is accepted as a data 
upon which to estimate the number 
who perished upon this spot, and if 
the data be correct the bodies that lie 
beneath must run well up into the 
hundreds, if not thousands. 

There is no telling how many bodies 
have been lost. Adjutant-General 


Hastings, who has charge of every- 
thing, stated this morning that he sup- 
d there was at least 2,000 people 
under the burning debris, but the only 
way to find ont how many lives were 
lost was to take a census of the people 
now living and subtract that from the 
census before the flood. Said he: 
‘In my opinion there are at least be- 
tween 4,000 and 8,000 souls lost.”’ 

Battery B., of Pittsburg, arrived 
here this morning. They were sent 
by the Chamber of Commerce, but 
Adjutant-General Hastings ordered 
them back because the Chambcr of 
Commerce had. no authority to send 
them. 

PirrssurG, June 3.—A. J. Moxham, 
president of the relief committee, has 
arranged storage and a distribution 
system for the relief fund, and articles 
can begent directly to Johnstown. 

Jounstown, Jtine 3.—A train of five 
cars is in from Cumbarland, Md., this 
morning loaded with provisions, and 
thirty men to help clean up ths debris. 

Jounsrown, June 3.—The Sheriff 
has taken charge of Johnstown this 
morning and armed men are patrolling 
the streets. The Deputy Sheriff shot 
two Hungarians for robbing bodies 
The people who have been properly 
in the limit are permitted to enter the 
city, but otherwise it is impossible to 
get intothe town. The relief commit- 
tee from Ohio is pitching tents on the 
inside; nine hundred of these are here 
and are being utilized as fast as erect- 
ed. For the first time since the flood 
men have been put to w: rk on the de- 
bris near the bridge. This morning 
the bodies of men, women and children 
were taken from the ruins. A child 
was clasped in the arms of a woman 
and the trio were evidently husband, 
wife and child. The most distressing 


who are supposed. to be lost standing 
around Watching every body as itis 
pulled out—they are more like maniacs 
than sensible people. 

Relief trains from Pittsburg reached 
here at two o’clock this morning. Al|ll 
along the road at each town contribu- 
tions were made, and when .Johns- 
town was reached the train had ten 
loaded cars. 

The town is under martial law; 
challenged and required to give an ac- 
count of himself. 
the disaster is only being ascertained 
now. The latest estimates put the 
loss of life at from 10,000 to 12,000. It 
is impossible to get any accounts of the 
lost. Everyone is so thoroughly tired 
out and overcome by the weight of the 
disaster as to be utterly unable to give 
any accurate details or figures. Com- 
paratively few have been identified. 

The hotel at Holbert was washed 
away and 22 people -perished in the

As fast 
as others came down they were con- 
sumed. I believe I am safe in saying 
I saw a thousand bodies burned. 
From under the large brick school 
house 128 bodies were taken last 
night, and to-day im every corner and 
place bodies are being found and 
buried as fast as ible. The ne- 
cessity for speedy burial is manifest, 
for the stench arising is sickening. <A 
number of bodies have been found 
with bullet holes in them, showing 
that in their maddening fright suicide 
‘was resorted to by many.

The dam burst 
open in the center, in a broad break. 
A nameless Paul Reviere, somewhere 
among the nameless dead, and who he 
is may never be known, but his ride

JOHNSTOWN, June 3.—A cold wave 
has struck the town and people are 
badly in need of clothing. An exciting 
scene took place in Johnstown last 
night. A Hungarian was discovered 
in the act of blowing up a safe in the 
First National Bank. The man was 
strung up toa tree by a vigilance com- 
mittee and his body filled with bullets. 
The body remained hanging for sev- 
eral hours. 

Wasaineton, June 3.—Two spans 
of Long Bridge, crossing the Potomac 
river, have been carried away by the 
flood. 

Harrisspure, June 1. — General 
Hastings telegraphed the following to 
the managers of the telegraph com- 
pany of this city: You had better in- 
form Governor Beaver that this morn- 
ing’s report gave the number lost at 
Johnstown at-between 12,000 and 15,- 
000. The greatest disorder prevails.

Youhg Men, But Not for School Giris 
Just Blossoming Into Women- 
hood—Some Sensible Views. 


It must be generally conceded that the 
married state is that in which the greatest 
happiness is. possible;.and yt might be in- 
ferred, then, that one could not enter it too 
early. But, says the Philadelphia Press, 
those who may recall the sen of ‘‘ Matthew ” 
in “ Pilgrim’s Progress,” who made himself 
ill by eating green apples— green apples 
which might have been wholesome and de- 
licious had he waited until they were ripe — 
can recall an illustration quite contradictory 
of such inference. 

Fortunate for him, as it may seem to the 
mother of a son, if her boy shall marry 
early, yet his instance ingular one, if, 
on reaching something s than middle 
age, he has not dropped his/wife so far be- 
hind him as to leave hi f practically un- 
married, having a nurse,\a housekeeper, @ 
humble friend possibly a slave, but certain- 
ly no companion, no wife, in the wide sense 
of the word. His early 
been, superficially consjdered, an advant- 
age to his morality, and so to his health; 
but when the mother/has brought up her 
boy, as itis her d to do, to understand 


him that is required of her girl,at whatever 
age, then the question of that morality will 
not enter into the affair at all. 

But, however, the mother of a son may 
look at the subject of early marriages, the 
mother of a daughter is justified, it seems 
to me,in a rather decided opposition to them. 
If, instead of being a great and happy por- 
tiori of the school of life, marriage consti- 
tuted the whole of it, or life existed only for 
the sake of marriage, still those entering its 
portals must be the better for suitable prep- 
aration. Iam whable to suppose that at the 
age of eighteen or twenty any, preparation 
has been sufficient, The age is lovely in its 
tenderness,and enchanting with its illusions ; 
but wisdom wears a severe face, and mar- 
riage deais with stern facts. Some girls 
there may be, of rare ability, who are com- 
petent to take upon their young shoulders 
the responsibility of a house, its work, or 
the direction of those who do its work, the 
oversight of a husband’s wardrobe, the 
bearing and nursing of children, the phys- 
ical attention to them in health and in sick- 
ness, and the daily direction of their moral 
and mental education, together with all the 
other in-dgor and out-door gares incidental 
to the position of one who is the head of a 
family, and who has the happiness of a 
home and a husband on her heart and con- 
sciénce. But these cases are few and ex- 
ceptional, and the great multitude of girls 
under twenty are not equal to such a strain 
upon nerve and muscle without an arrest of 
development. A few years later they may 
remember themselves at that age as still 
children; they may feel some reproach to- 
ward those who laid upon them then a bur- 
den greater than children should bear. 

Before twenty a girl has hardly had the 
chance to receive the complete instruction 
from text-books to which she has a right, to 
say nothing of the domestic education of 
the kitchen, the needie, the sick room, she 
has had little chance to learn any thing of 
the world of human nature; she has intui- 
tions, not ex periences; she has lived more 
with dreams and ideals than with realities. 
She may make a charming wife at first, 
and a tender mother always, maternal in- 
stinct and solicitude taking the place of all 
the superiority that added years might 
have given. But she must stop there, 


nh taxed to the utmost; she nas no time, nor 


‘strength, and, perhaps—as_ inclination 
grows by use—no inclination to read, to 
study, to keeff pace with a husband’s ad- 
vance,.or even to appreciate it. I will not 
say that when, in a few years, she has lost 
the appearance of youth, when she has no 
more fresh color and a smooth fdce, when a 
pretty toilet no longer becomes her, the 
husband who continues to cherish her will 
take credit to himself for doing so; but it 
is evident that she encounters the danger 
of this feeling on his part. Nor do I think 
it an argument worth mentioning that the 
woman early married is so molded and bent 
to her husband’s will that clashing and in- 
compatibility become impossible, because 
in marriage the rights and sacrifices should 
be mutual, and I will not so insult the hus- 
band as to suppose him unreasonable 
enough for this molding to be necessary, 
or selfish enough to wish thus to suppress 
individuality, unable to find pleasure him- 
self in renunciation, or negligent of civil- 
ized, not to say Christian duty. 

Charming wife and tender mother as she 
may be, however, it is not to be doubted 
that when her education is more thorough 
and her experience more extended she will 
be a nobler wife and a far better mother. 
She will have lost some softening trifle of 
the arrogance of youth; vanity, levity, love 
of admiration, will have been so chastened 
as not to play the part of death’s heads at 
the feast; she will have learned self-sacri- 
fice and forbearance; she will have acquired 
tact and discretion and the sacred art of 
silence; she will have become harmonious; 
and she will know how to order home as she 
did not know how before. 

Her knowledge will have opened avenues 
and outlooks of which her family will have 
the advantage; her judgment will have 
ripened, her whole nature deepened; she 
will take life at a higher plane, and her hus- 
band and her children, her whole world 
and the generations to come, will have 
gained by the delay. If it were but for the 
sake of those generations to comé, born of 
mothers full grown in mind as well as in 
body, the delay would be worth while. 

A young mother, with her children about. 
her, is often a lovely sight; but as lovely a 
sight in a different way, if not so touching 
and appealing, is the mother to whom a few 
added years have given an immense added 
levérage in the task of bringing her chil- 
dren up and lifting them to a higher level 
even than her own.

While in the employ.of the New Jersey 
re railroad a few years ago Charlies 
: igdaie, had the 
tune to lose the sightof one eye, the

result of getting a hot cinder from the loco- 
motive in it, says the New York Sun. About 


a year afterward, while working in a marl 
pit at Lower Squankum, be got a small 
sharp pebble in the other eye. He was 
taken to an infirmary in New York, where 
every effort was made to save the sight, but 
he became totally blind. 

Revolving in his mind various projects for 
the support of his.family, he determined to 
try keeping a country stere. His friends 
endeavored to dissuade him from the under- 
taking, but he was resolute and..opened a 
small store in Lower Squankum, three miles 
from Farmingdale. He soon showed an ap- 
titude for the business, and aecomplished 
things which seemed marvelons. 

His dwelling-house is over a mile distant 
from his store. At first his little daughter 
regularly took him by the hand at. morning 
and evening and condueted him to and from 
ns occupation. A httle later he said he 
could go alone, and has done soever since. 
His method.is to count the steps from the 
front of his house to his ~*ore,. and he has 
experienced ho difficulty in reaching both 
in safety. Helocks and unlocks the door 
and opens and closes the shutters. without 
assistance. His son sweeps out and dusts 
the store, but he expects, soon to do this 
without assistance. 

His sense of touch and memory are simply 
wonderful. Every sortof goods put up in 
packages is so arranged under his direction 
that he can deal out any thing in his stock 
that is called for. This he does by counting 
the steps from either end of the counter, 
and the number of shelves, beginning with 
number one at the bottom, and enumerating 
Me dividing spacés from eftther end of the 
rows of shelving. 

He weighs accurately any thing from a 
quarter of apound of tea to twenty-five 
pounds of flour, being . guided _-by touch in 
arranging the weights and the tipping of 
the scales. 

His memory of. voices is so sensitive that 
he has never been known to make a mistake 
in a person’s name. As atest a stranger to 
him was sent tothe store. He was a fair 
mimic, and endeavored fo personate a man 
well known to Mr. Fennimore. He signally 
failed, the blind storekeeper interrupting 
him at once and saying: “I don’t know who 
you are, but you are not George Brower.”’ 

Perhaps Mr. Fennimore’s greatest evi- 
dence of an unfaltering and accurate mem- 
oryis the facility with which he makes 
change. Every morning .Mrs. Fennimore 
arranges his wallet for him. The $ notes 
are placed in the bottom, the $2 notes in the 
middle, and the $1 notes on the topof the 
package. He always knows to a penny how 
much cHange he hasin an ordinary: shot 
bag, and can tell the instant he touches any 
piece the value which it represents. Thus 
equipped he is ready to give a customer 
change fora note or silver currency, and 
his accuracy in making change equals that 
of any merchant in all thé country round. 
Tried one day with a $% gold piece which 
was laid in his hand, he looked toward the 
owner of itasif he could see him, smiled, 
rang the coin upon the counter, and said: 
“This is a $5 gold piece; what did you wish 
to buy?”’ 

He is expert at addition and subtraction, 
readily keeping in his mind a dozen articles 
and their price, and telling a customer the 
amount the moment the last article is 
served. He is pleased with his occupation, 
and has made his business a modest suc-

One of the Crying Needs of the Present 
Era of Civilization. 

The ideais just suggested that an orna- 
mental stove be put in the market, says the 
Danbury News.
